b dtp re thd Demoeratio Olob at Oovington 
a few eveninifs a^o 

She opened her remarks by telling the 
story of a Spanilh girl who started ont in 
life with the purpose of doinf; snmethin); 
for the world, but fo'ind that her rt- 
soarces by the laws made by men were 
do circumscribed that sbd despaired of 
her mission. 

But women may now l)d foodd who 
possess greatdr eooragd dnd dbdrdoter, 
and tbe time is soon eomiog when men 
and woiiiei) will Ite co-workcra in stmp- 
ing the laws and institutions of the 
country. 

She claims that the three great bul- 
warks that rise like liimulayas to retard 
thd progress o( God's Jostiod are eocles- 
iiiHiical tyranny, diTil IdW dad looial 

custuuis. 

In this day of ours the idsponsibility 
of bread-winning as well as that of ed- 
ucating the future citizens devolves 
largdly upon tbe women. These respon- 
sibilities have brought her in direct con- 
tact with the laws, civil and sooisl of our 
sociology. There are laws In the Ken- 
tacky dtdtatss tbdt dTd d disgrdoe to a 
Btdtd rdnowndd for thd bravery and chiv- 
alry of ber sons. 

With the marriage ceremony in Ken- 
tucky d womda didd d onidl dddth ; shd 
becomes a non-entity with no more 
power to maintain her individuality than 
d mdrbld dtatud. Bbd may bd rich in 
houses and lands, but she comes from the 
marriage altar not even the legal podses- 
Bor of tbs clothsd on her back. Without 
thd privilege or use of any of her estate 
daring her life, or power to will it at her 
death, and frequently thd Idst man of the 
hoosd bsppsns to be a women. That the

port his second wife.

The mother in Keniacky has not the 
shadow of a claim to the child she has 
almost entered into the dark valley to 
give lifs to. Thduks to the msgnsni- 
mons men in the Btdtes of Kansds, Iowa 
and New Jersey at least wouiau's office 
in social life is no longer chiefly a child- 
bearer, bat she id aldo msdd d oO'Pdrtner 
of their offspring -dd WdU dd woridly 
possessions. 

The pulpit, press snd Legislatures have 
been silent on such bnrburiHm as allows 
a father to will a child from the breast of 
its mother.

theMayslick Baptist Church made known 
some interesting historical facts in that 
diaieh^hlitoiy, Thd dhainhwss organ- 
ized TKommUm 28, 17.S0, by Rev. Wm. 
Wood, pastor of the Baptist Church at 
Washington, which is four years older 
than the Mayslick Church, and by Rev. 
James (jarrard, who aft'^r wards was Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky for two tsrms. 

The constituent members were David 
Morris, Cornelius Drake, Lydia Drake 
and Ann Shntwell. The raoht prominent 
of the early members, John Sbotweli snd 
Willism Allen Joined them d few years 
later. 

The church has been served by fifteen 
pastors, among whom are some of the 
first men of their day, notably : Walter 
Warder, Gilbert Mason, S. L. Helm, W. 
W Gardner and Oleo n Keyes. 

Walter Warder sdrved tbe cburoh from 
1814 tin 1836, a period of 22 years. He 
baptized more than 1,000 in the memhei - 
sbip of tbe church. During one year, 1828, 
he rdOdlvdd dlMMt 000, dnd within tbe 
bounds of the Bracken Association he 
baptized more than 1,000 that year. 

Bindd hdr drigia tJM bavd bddn re- 
ceived as mdoibdni and 1,M1 of Umm by 
baptism. 

dbnrobes,in whole or la part, have 

Of 
these, the Lewiiburg Church, M*,. Pisgah, 
Ewine, the Reformed Church, of Mays- 
ick, and tbe Colored Bnptidt Oborob, of 
Mayslick, are living.

We know a 
lawyer who decliHed to go to church "be- 
cause the minister preached too long ser- 
mons," while that same lawyer seldom 
spoke less than three hours, and be made 
one speech, the one on which he chiefly 
prided himself, which was fourteen hours 
in length.

A farmer, therefore, 
who is not able to make both ends meet 
and have a surplus when the approach- 
ing winter acts In baa missed his calling, 
and abonid no longer attempt an impos- 
aibility, as its evident there is something 
lacking that nature ia not directly reapon- 
siblaior.** 

Aa large as oar aanaiiit aaporta of, live 

cattle to Great Britain appear in the 
weekly reports of the foreign trade, a 
mnbb better Idea of the heavy increase 
over last year is obtained by comparison 
of larger periods. In the first eight 
months of 1888 that country imported 
from ours 100,200 cattle; in tha MM part 
of this year 183,000— a gain of ovar 7S 
per cent.
